In loud, ringing tones Deputy Sheriff Culkin 
made this announcement in the Criminal 
Court. It was the signal that Judge Normile 
was back and that the only court in the city 
having jurisdiction totry felonies was again 
in operation after a lapse of three months. 

SELECTING THE GRAND-JURY. 

The court-room was well crowded with 

jurors, witnesses and spectators and all 


expected to hear something interesting when 
the Grand-jury was selected. The frst busi- 


ness was the selection of the October Grand- 
jury. Out of 100 names drawn 
from the wheel scarcely twenty responded. 
Before the list was called by the Sheriff, 
Judge Normile called Mr. Scruggs forward 
and excused him from service. Mr. Scruggs 
is suffering from a very lame arm and had 
the injured member in a sling when he ap- 
peared in court.

THE HARRIGAN CONTEMPT CASE. 


Judge Claiborne Renders a Decision toa 
Reporter, But Not in Court. 


As ishis custom in important matters, 
Judge Olaiborne of the Court ot Oriminal 
Correction delivered his opinion in the Har - 
rigan contempt case at his home yesterday 
afternoon to a reporter instead of in court 
to-day. Up to noon to-day he had rendered 


no opinion in court, though he had given out 
his decision to reporters for publication in 
the morning papers. 

Last Friday after the gamblers had been 
released on bond, Messrs. McDonald and 
Krum filed an injunction and amdavit in the 
Court of Oriminal Correction asking 
the Oourt to call upon Chief 
of Police Lawrence Harrigan and cause 
him to state why he should not be punished 
for contempt. It was said he had shown his 
contempt forthe Judgeand court by refus- 
ing to accept a bond signed by the Judge for 
the release of a lot of prisoners who had 
been arrested ina gambling raid. . 

‘*I shall announce from the bench to-mor- 

row that I have no authority to hold the 
Chief of Police for contempt in this matter. 
The statutes provide that the 2 ot the 
Court of Oriminal Correction may bold for 
contempt where the contempt is perpetrated 
in open court, or where there is a wiifull or 
corrupt violation of some order of jthe court. 
Itisa provided that the court must 2 
good and sufficient bond in all cases bDailable 
under the statutes. The Judge is not the 
court. Hence, Chief Harrigan is right, toa 
certain extent. 
The Chief of Police is responsible, civilly 
and criminally. He may be sued for unwar- 
ranted arrest, for malicious prosecution, or 
for oppression in office. I hold that the law 
which gives him authority to incarcerate a 
person without charge for twenty hours 
means that he may keep that person only un- 
tila good and sufficient bond can be given, 
where the case is clearly bailabie.’’ 
For several hours after his court opened 
this morning interested parties waited to 
hear the decision on the motion for con- 
tempt. Chief Harrigan, his Secretary, Mr. 
Fred Lucas, and Henry Paschall, Secretary 
of the Police Board, and Capt. Wm. Young, 
lost over an hour or more waiting to hear 
what disposition he would make of the mo- 
tion. Nothing wasdone about the matter, 
however.

SCHOOL BOARD LAW. 


On page 27 of ‘‘Laws Applicable to and 
Affecting the Board of President and Di- 
rectors of the St. Louis Public Schools,’’ 
a volume copyrighted by the board itself, 
we find the following act of Feb. 18, 1833, 
amending the original charter of our pub- 
lic school corporation: 

No member of the Board of Aldermen, or 


ofthe Board of Delegates, nor any person 
holding office under the city of St. Louls, 


whether elected or appointed, shall bea 
member of the Board of School Directors of 
the city of St. Louis. ö 

The twenty-first section of the fifth 


article of the charter of the city of St. 
Louis declares that ‘‘the term officers 
whenever used in this act shall include all 
persons holding any situatiön under the 
Oity Government except members of the 
City Council.’’ 

It is therefore plain that School Director 
MACKLIN has been holding his director- 
ship in violation of law ever since he has 
held his present situation as Assistant City 
Counselor under the City Government. 
But he has done so with the connivance of 
the President and Board of Directors, 
whose duty it was to declare his seat 
vacant and proceed to have it filled as 
prescribed in sec. 8115 of the Revised 
Statutes. 

In the case ofa city officer electe di- 
rector it has been held that the board c 
permit him to qualify, if he resigns his 
situation under the City Government with- 
in a reasonable time after his election to 
the School Board. But when a member of 
the board accepts a situation under the 
City Government and begins to receive the 
emoluments and perform the duties there- 
of, he is ipso facto disqualified as a mem- 
ber of the School Board, and that body is 
as much bound to take cognizance of the 
disqualification and to declare the seat va- 
cant as it is in the case of a director whom 
the law disqualifies the moment he re- 
moves from the district in which he was 
elected. 

Why was not such action taken in 
MACKELIN’s case? Can any member of the 
board suggest a valid reason or a plausi- 
ble excuse for such disregard of law and 
duty? Has the City Hall got sucha pull 
on the board through its Election Com- 
mittee that it is obliged to retain a legally 
disqualified member at the dictation of a 
political boss? Does all this mean that 
the ‘‘close corporation’’ and the perpetual 
succession of which we have heard so 
much lately are concentrated in the Elec- 
tion Committee, and that the sole author- 
ity of the board to judge of the qualifica- 
tions and election of its members is to be 
exercised hereafter in contempt of law and 
facts?

PLAN FRUSTRATED. 


Guard Reifliss Notified by an Ex-Inmate of 
What Was Intended—A Letter Sent 
Out by a Prisoner on the Jail Delivery 
Captured—Jailer Kraemer Consults His 
Lawyers. 


Rumors of the daring and successful jafl 
delivery of last Friday must have reached 
the Work-house and fired the breasts of the 
inmates with a spirit of emulation. A well 
matured plan of escape was nipped in the 
bud last evening by Night Clerk Cary. Joe 
Gallagher, serving a six months’ sentence, 
isthe leader of a gang or clique of inmates 
whose intimacy caused the suspicion of the 
Work-house officials. The names of Galla- 
gher’s gang and theirterms of punishment 
are as ~ follows: Thomas Rellley, 
six months; Thomas  Grafford, one 
year; William Smith, three months; 
John Hennessy, four months; Wm. Dudley 
and Patrick Kelly, whoare serving out $500 
fines. These men were seen constantly to- 
gether and appeared to be very 
friendly. It is unusual to see

GAVE THEM AWAY.

Dr. Briggs’ Case Before the New York 
Presbytery. 


CHARGES AGAINST THE PROFESSOR OF 
UNION SEMINARY. 


Little Probability of a Compromise—Rev. 
John C. Bliss Chosen Moderator of the 
Assembly—Report of the Prosecuting 
Committee—Form of the Indictment— 
Charges in Brief. 


New York, Oct. 5.—At the semi-annual 
meeting of the New York Presbytery held 
this morning in the Scotch Presbyterian 
Church in West Fourteenth street, Rev. John 
C. Bliss, pastor of the Washington Heights 
Presbyterian Churh, presided as moderator. 
The Prosecuting Committee appointed last 
spring to prepare papers in the trial of Prof, 
Chas. A. Briggs presented its report embody- 
ing the charges against him, 

The charges against Dr. Briggs are in brief 
as follows: 

Disbelief in the Bible as the only true 
source of divine authority. 

Disbelief in the verbal inspiration and 
inerrancy of the Scriptures. 

Disbelief in the immediate sanctification at 
death of the souls of those aying in the 
faith. 

The presbytery must now decide whether 
Prof. Briggs shall be tried. At has the power 
to quash the indictment, but there is little 
probability of this course being pursued. 
Discussion of the indictment will not de in 
order for some time. Prof. Briggs must have 
ten days to prepare his answer and the trial, 
if one takes place, will probably be set down 
in the latter part of this month. 

. TALK OF COMPROMISE. 

It has been rumored that the indictment 
will be laid on the table in view of a pros- 
pective split in the Presbyterian Church. 
This course would be adopted in order to get 
Prof. Briggs and his followers quietly out of 
the church, if possible. There is, however, a 
powerful demand among Presbyteries that 
Presbytery sit in judgment at once, so that 
the church may know to what extent its 
ministers can step beyond the prescribed 
laws. The outlook for a compromise is not 
very favorable at present. 

The meeting was called to order by Moder- 
ator Shearer in the lecture room of Old 
Scotch Church at 10 o’clock. The attendance 
was large, and included, besides Prof. 
Charles A. Briggs, Dr. J. W. F. Birsch and 
Rev. Dr. Marvin R. Vincent, who have been 
pitted against each other in the charges of 
heresy against the former, Dr, McGiven, Dr. 
John Hall, Dr. William M. Smith, Col. J. J. 
McOook and Prof, Stevenson. Rev. John C. 
Bliss, pastor of the Washington Heights 
Presbyterian Church, was chosen Moderator 
instead of the liberal nominee, Dr. p- 
son of the Madison Avenue Church. Dr. 
Bliss is said to approve Prof. Briggs, in so far 
as his resumption of his duties at the 
Union Seminary is concerned, against which 
many Presbyterian bodies throughout the 
country have protested. The prosecuting

The re- 
port in the Briggs matter had not Deen laid 
before the meeting and routine business was 
in progress when Dr. George Alexander 
moved to suspend the regular order that he 
might present a resolution in the Briggs 
matter. This caused excitement and a dozen 
clergymen protested that it was out of order. 
After the confusion had lasted some time the 
Moderator decided the motion in order. 
Chairman Birsch of the Briggs Prosecuting 
Committee appealed, but the ruling was sus- 
tained. Dr. Birsch then gave notice of an 
appeal tothe synod. Dr. Alexander was re- 
quested to state the nature of his proposed 
resolution. He said that it was to discharge 
the committee from r consideration. 
Friends of Dr. Briggs protested that this was 
equivalent to a trial by § and not by 
evidence. Pending debate the meeting ad- 
journed until 2 p. m. ' 

THE COMMITTER’S REPORT. 5 

The indictment bases the charges against 
Prof. Briggs solely on the inaugural address, 
because itis the most deliberate and em- 
phatic expression of hig doctrine. The re- 
port goes on to say that it has been decided 
by the committee that if is neither necessary 
nor advisable to embrace in the list of 
charges all the doctrinal errors contained in 
the inaugural address and whiie its ‘teach- 
ings respecting miracles, the original con- 
dition of man, the na of sim, race re- 
demption and Dr. Briggs’ scheme of Biblical 
theology in general, are not 
in harmony with, the Scriptures, 
and are Calculated to weaken confidence in 
the word of God and t encourage presump- 
tion on the clemency and long suffering of 
God, yet in order that we may avoid an 
undue extension of the trial and the con- 
fusion of thought that might follow an 
attempt to compass all the errors contained 
in said address, we have deemed it best to 
confine attention to a few departures from 
the teachings of the scriptures, which are 
fundamental to the entire discussion. 

The report adds that the committee is not 
unmindful of the fact that erroneous and ili- 
advised utterances of Dr. Briggs have 
seriously disturbed the ce of the church, 
but they do not include this grave offense in 
the list of formal charges,

THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


Groundless Fears of the Manchester 
“Guardian” Regarding Exhibits. 
Oni1caGo, III., Oct. 5.—A London cablegram 
quotes the Manchester Guardian as express 
ing a fear that English firms would hold aloof 
from the Columbian Exposition if reports 
that American exhibits are to be ticketed 
with inscriptions, showing the amount paid 
to workmen for producing the same, for the 
purpose of makinga contrast with the pay 
von to Europeans for similar work are 
rue. This dispatch was shown to Director 
General Davis by an Associated Press repor- 
ter this morning. In reply the Director-Gen- 
eral said that no such ruling had been made 
and that no such proposition had ever been 
considered by the management of the Fair.

Expenses of the Criminal Court While 
It Was Closed. 


JUDGE NORMILE’S VACATION CAME 
HIGH TO THE PEOPLE. 


Criminals Released on Bond Allowed a 
Long Stretch of Liberty on Account 
of the Court’s Being Olosed—It 
Comes High to Give Long Vaca- 
tions, 


The city of St. Louis and State of Missour 
paid to the Judge, the attorneys, clerks and 
and other officials connected with the Crimi- 
inal Court, $6,174 during the months of July, 
August and September, and in those three 
months not one criminal was tried or given a 
hearing in that court. 

While the Criminal Court room in the Four 
Courts was being made the rendezvous for 
idle janitors and their friends or the 
resort of raconteurs about the building all 
summer, the City and State Treasurer have 
been mailing checks of generous figure to the 
Judge and officers of the court. 

WHAT IT COSTS THE PEOPLE. 

The Oriminal Court is a tax of $24,700 a year, 
over $2,000a month, on the people of the city 
and State, exclusive of the fees paid jurors 
and witnesses and that portion of the 
fees over and above the Clerk’s salary 
and those of his assistants. Whether 
the court is in session or not the expense to 
the people is about 32,000 a month. Since 
July last, over $6,000 has been paid for the 
services of the Judge and the court attaches, 
and to-day the Criminal Court opened for the 
first time in three months to try an army of 
800 defendants. 

The Judge of the Oriminal Court 18 
paid a yearly salary of $5,500, the clerk of 
that court Is allowed $8,200 for himself and 
$5,000 for his assistants; the State’s Attorney 
is paid a stated salary of $4,000 and 
is allowed two assistant attorneys at 
$2,500 and $2,400 a year respectively; 
a deputy sheriff is assigned to the 
court whomay or may not, 
he chooses, render service else- 
where while not engaged in court and is paid 
31, 00 a year, while a janitor who will insist 
that all his time is taken up in keeping the 
Crimina) Court clean—of dust—is allowed $720 
a year for his menial labors. 

This is a grand total of $24,700 a year, a posi- 
tive expense, whether court meets or not, 
and does not include the small fortune in fees 
which the prosecution of criminals costs the 
city and State when the court is in session. 

That the court could have occupied this 
time to the profitof the commonwealth and 
people is shown by the docket, whichis buried 
under a mass of accumulated crimina! mat- 
ter that will take as many months to go 
through as it took to pile it up. In the mean

New Tonk, Oct. 5.—Louis Barraud, the 
„Man from Peru, who two days ago, at 
Belvedere, N. J., was sentenced to ten years 
at hard labor in the State’s prison for ex- 
ploding dynamite under a Lehigh Valley Rail- 
way locomotive, was taken to the peni- 
tentiary to-day to begin the term of his im- 
prisonment. The prisoner’s demeanor 
throughout his confinement in jail and at the 
trial was subdued and quiet. When sentence 
was passed upon him he did not speaka 
word. 

Barraud, or Ramel, as he has been some- 
times known, hasaremarkable career. He 
is the man who exploded dynamite on board 
the Sound steamer Drew, and also wrecked a 
Delaware & Hudson train near Plattsburg by 


police headquarters, he was recognized by 
Detective Simons. Detective Simons had ar- 
rested Barraud ‘‘on the board-bill matter’’ 
in 1878. Barraud says that if he had not 
passed police headquarters he might not 
have been suspected at all. ‘‘In fact,’’ he 
says, there is no probability that I would 
have been.’’ 

Barraud is about 5 feet 6 inches in height 
and weighs about 114 pounds. His health is 
fair. He has brown hair and is bald on the 
top of his head. His beard is brown; he has 
hazel eyes. 

When arrested for his last offense in Bar- 
raud’s trunk were found two tin tubes, each 
seventeen inches long, closed at one end and 
open at the other, containing together six 
pounds of dynamite. In another part of the 
trunk they found two dynamite cartridges, 
each nine inches long, with fuse and caps at- 
tached ready to be used. They were branded 
**Miners’ Friend IXS,’’ and were of exactly 
the dimensions and brand of the two unex-
